The globalization movement 
isn’t anti-Semitic; it just hasn’t 
fully confronted the implications 
of diving into the Middle East 
conflict. Most people on the left 
are simply choosing sides and in 
the Middle East, where one side is 
under occupation and the other 
has the U.S. military behind it, the 
choice seems clear. But it is possi- 
ble to criticize Israel while force- 
fully condemning the rise of anti- 
Semitism. And it is equally possi- 


ble to be pro-Palestinian indepen-" 


dence without adopting a simplis- 
tic “pro-Palestinian / anti-Israel” 
dichotomy, a mirror image of the 
good-versus-evil equations so 
beloved by George W. Bush.

Anyone interested in fighting Le 
Pen-style fascism or Sharon-style 
brutality has to deal with the reali- 
ty of anti-Semitism head-on.

For Mr. Le 
Pen, anti-Semitism is a windfall, 
helping spike his support from 10 
per cent to 17 per cent in a week.

The sec- 
ondary fear Mr. Sharon manipu 
lates is the fear among Jews in the 
Diaspora that they will eventually 
be driven to seek safe haven in 
Israel. This fear leads millions of 
Jews around the world, many of 
them sickened by Israeli aggres- 
sion, to shut up and send their 
cheques a dc wn pay ment on 
future sanctuary 

Sharon’s administration could 
barely hide its delight at Le Pen’s 
ascendancy, immediately calling 
on French Jews to pack their bags 
and‘come to the promised land 

For Sharon, Jewish fear is a 
guarantee that his power will go 
unchecked, granting him the 
impunity needed to do the 
unthinkable: send troops into the 
Palestinian Authority’s education 
ministry to steal and destroy 
records, bury children alive in 
their homes, block ambulances 
from getting to the dying. 

Jews outside Israel now find 
themselves in a tightening vise: 
the actions of the country that was 
supposed to ensure their future 
safety are making them less safe 
right now. Mr. Sharon is deliber- 
ately erasing distinctions between 
the terms “Jew” and “Israeli,” 
claiming he is fighting not for 
Israeli territory but for the sur- 
vival of the Jewish people. And 
when anti-Semitism rises at least 
partly as a result of his actions, it 
is Sharon who is positioned once 
again to reap political dividends. 

There is a way out. Nothing is 
going to erase anti-Semitism, but 
Jews outside and inside Israel 
might be a little safer if there was 
a campaign to distinguish 
between diverse Jewish positions 
and the actions of the Israeli state. 
This is where an international 
movement can play a crucial role. 
Already, alliances are being made 
between globalization activists 
and Israeli “refuseniks,” soldiers 
who refuse to serve their manda- 
tory duty in the occupied territo- 
ries. The most powerful images 
from Saturday’s protests were 
rabbis walking alongside 
Palestinians. But more needs to be 
done. It’s easy for social justice 
activists to tell themselves that

He has little interest in 
Top 40 pop and even less in the 
current crop of grunge-lite pre- 
tenders.

With Gold, an incendiary, live- 
off-the-floor barrage of soul-influ- 
enced rock produced by Ian 
Blurton, Shikasta promises to 
deliver the goods where other 
rock ‘n roll pretenders have 
copped out. It should be noted 
that Fernandes doesn’t come 
across as arrogant in the inter- 
view; instead, he’s questioning the 
state of rock music, which seems 
to have lost contact with certain 
figures that Fernandes would 
count as influences: Redding, The 
MCS, The Stooges. And James 
Brown, who Shikasta opened up 
for at the Blues Festival in Ottawa. 

“He's totally cool; we hung out. 
We were just in the back lot of the 
trailers, and right beside was his 
trailer. He came out with curlers 
in his hair, and sat on a stoop. We 
just went up, and I introduced this 
crowd of friends from Toronto to 
him one by one. It was amazing. 
And then we got to see him sound 

check with the band, watching 
how he played every single 
instrument just perfectly.”

Comeau cooking with Cajun spice 


WHEN IT COMES TO THINGS 
Cajun, in this part of the world it’s 
always much easier to find culi- 
nary delights from that culture 
than offerings that have been 
dipped in the spicy musical 
sound. 

That all changes, at least for a 
blink, on Friday, April 26 as 
Vancouver's Gary Comeau takes 
to the stage at the Capito! Hill Pub 
for a one-night appearance. 

It’s been the better part of two 
decades since Comeau performed 
here with any kind of regularity. 
That was when the fiddle- and 
guitar- playi ng singer was a mem- 
ber of Blue Northern, which may 
have been the best country-rock 
band this nation has ever pro- 
duced. 

Since that time the musician has 
been involved in a number of pro- 
jects out on the west coast, but as 
the years rolled by into the mid- 
90s his roots really began to show 
when he formed an oufit called 
the Rhythm Shakers. With a recipe 
that combines zydeco, blues and 
Dylanesque roots-rock, Comeau 
has cut two solo albums in the 
past three years, the latest being 
Letters From Eve, which features 
contributions from some of the 
cream of the Vancouver scene, 
including drummer Pat Steward 
and guitarists Tony Robertson 

and Robbie Steininger. 

A percussive and rhythmic 
spine is the component that holds 
the disc together. Those sounds 
come in all forms, from the brittle 
banjo-playing of Ian McIntyre to 
the crackle from the attack of 
Revellie Nixon’s washboard to 
accordian shots courtesy of 
Comeau and Barry Miller. 

For this Edmonton date Comeau 
will be playing with a local contin- 
gent, players he is largely familiar 
with from the days when a few of 
these Edmontonians also called 
the west coast home. 

Brady Gustafson, who played 
with Comeau in Blue Northern, 
will handle percussion. Original

There’s 
something about that music that 
drives through me,” adds 
Comeau, whose decidedly Cajun 
tune Marianne ended up in the 
film Double Jeopardy, which stars 
Ashley Judd and Tommy Lee 
Jones. “The movie was being shot 
in Vancouver and Mark 
Hasselbach went to bat for my 
material. When the people from 
the film heard both Marianne and 
Goin’ To New Orleans, they loved 
‘ent’ 

Given that he’s immersed him- 
self in music forms that have been 
steeping in the south for a couple 
of centuries now, it only made 
sense that he make a journey to 
New Orleans. 

“T finally went down to the 
Heritage Jazz Festival and even 
ended up playing in a place called 
the Cajun Cabin on Bourbon 
Street.” 

A tune of Comeau ’s that reflects 
what he heard and saw on that 
trip, Home of the Mardi Gras, has 
become a crowd-pleaser and 
turned up on two discs, Letters 
From Eve and a live compilation 
released last year. 

The latter is a great reminder 
that even though the Vancouver 
music scene is not as roots-bound 
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as it once was, there's still a deep 
peat of talent in the city. 
[ also got over to England and 

did a few festivals. The crowds 
really liked my fiddle style and 
don’t get to hear this kind of 
music live much,” concluded the 
bandleader, who will hopefully 
make a return trip to this market 
before the calendar year is out.

Corridos (“story songs” in 
Mexican) have an important but 
often overlooked history. Starting 
in about the mid-1800s, these bal- 
lads reported upon and interpret- 
ed current events, serving as an 
editorial page of sorts. Corridos 
narrate stories about revolution, 
crime, heroic showdowns, horse 
races and natural disasters. Still an 
important part of Mexican folk 
music and literature, this 
Smithsonian collection highlights 
old and new songs from the bor- 
der region between southern 
Arizona and the Mexican state of 
Sonora.

It’s complicated, but as well as 
being a delightful raconteur, 
Dotty is a supermom with organi- 
zational skills as well-suited to 
presenting complex issues to igno- 
rant urbanites as to arranging 
schedules of recalcitrant children. 
Subjects ranging from fashion to 
clubs to pets to sex are presented 
under precise headings, defined 
with the help of the Readers’ Digest 
Encyclopedia and illustrated with 
anecdotes from life in Dotty’s cho- 
sen home on the outskirts of 
Rocky Mountain House. 

Hagen’s script strikes a perfect 
balance, celebrating the human 
foibles that make all communities 
comedy without falling into the 
mocking-trailer-trash stereotypes 
that he’s here to undermine. The 
script is too narrative to be 
standup, too standup to be limited 
by its narrative; in other words, 
it’s perfect coffee talk. 

Community being as important 
in theatre as it is in a trailer park, 
Hagen’s performance and script 
are well supported. The already- 
mentioned low-budget theatrical 
representation of our hostess’ 
home, designed by Stanley 
Carroll, is delightful, with our 
supermom’s Tupperware collec- 
tion alone being worth the price of 
admission. Slide and film projec- 
tion not only illustrate Dotty’s lec- 
ture, but make creative use of her 
drying laundry. Any humour or 
heartbreak that Hagen might not 
have capitalized on is wrung out 
of script by “dad behind the news- 
paper, grunting” — er, director — 
Chris Craddock. And I’m not sure

time circus performer (Dick Feld, 
who co-wrote the play), who now 
lives in a stiflingly controlled 
nursing home. Grandpa spends 
his days teasing the mean Nurse 
(Marcelle van der Velden); his 
only 5 reaps from his cat — 
which hides for fear of being 
kicked out on the street —and 
from visits from his grandson, 
Jimmy (voiced by William 
Dashwood). Together they dream 
about Grandpa's days in the cir- 
cus and imagine what it would be 
like to go onstage together. But 
when Jimmie takes one dream a 
little too far and plans a perfor- 
mance without asking permission, 


the nursing home itself becomes, 
circus. 

There are enough bum-y, 
sight gags here to keep the 
giggling, but Theatre Ter.

of May is International Workers’ 
Day, commemorating and cele- 
prating working people through- 
out the world. Every year, our 
nightly newscasts are filled with 
images transmitted from distant 
capitals of giant banners and : 
swirling red flags, of columns of 
soldiers marching smartly along- 
side rumbling tanks in Moscow’s 
Red Square or Beijing’s 
Tiananmen Square. 
What most of us still don’t 
know is that commemorating 
workers’ rights got its start — vio- 
Jently — in the United States. Back 
on May 1, 1886, national strikes in 
support of the eight-hour work- 
day were convulsing the United 
States and Canada. In Chicago, 
olice attacked striking workers, 
filling six. The next day, as 
demonstrators protested the 
police brutality, a bomb exploded, 
this time killing eight police offi- 
cers. Eight anarchist trade union- 
ists were arrested: four were 
hanged, one committed suicide in 
prison and the remaining three 
were eventually pardoned.

“HUMAN BEINGS ARE OUT OF 
balance,” says award-winning 
Japanese print artist Michiko 
Suzuki. 

The deeply spiritual Suzuki sub- 
scribes to a Buddhist philosophy 
of the interconnectedness of all 
things, called Tariki. For Suzuki, 
rapid technical advancements and 
human congestion are leading to a 
planet that is psychologically off- 
kilter. As we dive deeper into our 
fast-paced, digitally enhanced 
lives, we're losing the ability to 





quietly contemplate life and 
become one with our surround- 
ings. 

Suzuki hopes art can change 
that. Her current exhibition com- 
bines some older prints Suzuki 
created in Tokyo with some new 
intaglio and mixed media prints 
she developed while here in 
Edmonton as the visiting guest 
artist in the University of 
Alberta’s Printmaking Division. 

A recent shift in her style is evi- 
dent: her newer prints continue to 
offer the same sensual, amor- 
phous shapes of her earlier works, 
but these little life forms now float 
over a fractured background, 
grasping for one another with del- 
icate tentacles over the gaps in 
space. 

For Suzuki, the change is the 
result of a difficult emotional jour- 
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yustic bass and guitar

ney. Last year she lost two of | 
guiding forces in her life: her 
father and Katuro Yoshid 
mentor.

According to her artist state 
ment, Suzuki has entitled her 
works A Feeler “after the men and 
women who view them and v 
wish to touch them physical! 
The word “feeler” is also reminix- 
cent of an insect’s antennae, a ref 
erence to how humans are aban 
doning their “sixth sense” 
become further disconnected wit 
our immediate surroundings and 
our inner selves. For Suzuki, our 
inability to live in the present 
tense is a source of much human 
suffering. 

She strives to capture what she 
calls “present-moment truth” in 
her work. She has developed a 
technique called “toner etching 
— which requires swiftness on th 
part of the artist — to encapsula 
immediacy in her artform. 

Photocopier toner is an exceet- 
ingly fine powder; Suzuki blows 
through a straw into delicate pa 
terns on a copper plate. Even le 
slightest flutter will cause this 
ultra-fine power to lift and float 
into an image of its own devisinj 
Once she has formed her “fee!- 
ers,” she then burns the pate" 
into the copperplate by heating" 
underside. Then the copperp!@"¢ 
is etched, and the image trans 
ferred onto fine Japanese p2P*"

FRIENDS HAVE LONG URGED ME 


to check out this “grass hut” on 
Calgary Trail, so one Monday 
afternoon found me there for a 
late lunch. It was an auspicious 
beginning because, despite the 
time and day of the week, the 
place was jammed. 

Malaysian cooking consists of a 
unique blend of British, Indian, 
Chinese, Thai, Arabic and native 
Malay cooking. It’s an extensive 
mix, to be sure, but it makes for 
incredible fusion food, with the 
biggest influences coming from 
the Malay, Chinese and Indian 
sides. The most famous exports 
are satay and gado gado. 

Tropika’s dinner menu is posi- 
tively exhausting, so the colour 
photographs are helpful. The lun- 
cheon menu is far more to-the- 
point and still quite varied. As the 
staples of Malay food are rice and 
noodles, the lunch dishes offered 
your choice of either coconut rice, 
yellow ginger rice, Hainanese 
chicken rice or steamed rice for
